the mom In Topeka. Jhle In bellev- -
ed to be the first dypatnometcr car
ever constructed Ip lis entirety by
the railroad,

The recording apparatus coMtete
eeeenttatly ot a moving paper chart
11 Inch wide which pastes under a
series of IS operating pens. The
paper le driven by a flexible connec-
tion to an auxiliary truck whleta is
shown In the outside view of the ear
just behind tho front truck. When In
service thle truck le towered Und the
wheels run on tho rails.

The pressure from the dyna-
mometer parxes to an ordinary steam
engine Indicator on the recording ap-
paratus. To the lever of this indi-
cator Is attached n pen. When u pull
Is exerted op tho draw bar a record
Is mado on the chart. At the same
time vartoue other records are made
on the chart. Including the speed
(from a Beyer speed recorder), air
pressure in the train line and brake
cylinders, location of mile posts, time
(from an electric clock), amount of
coal fired, position of throttle, re-

verse lever, engineer's valve and oth-
er feature.
